The President not only does not 
perard such attion, which haa 
been urged at various times during 
the past two years, as feasible, 
but is of the opinion that there 
is ample credit available through 
rerular banking channels.

LUXOR, Nov. 23.—Further an- 
tiquities of matchless beauty came 
to light in Tut-Ankh-Amen’s tomb 
today when Howard Carter found 
two alabaster jars of exquisite de- 
sign and craftsmanship together 
with an ebony stick inlaid with 
the most delicate gold chevrons. 
These objects were found on the 
inside of the outer shrine contain- 
ing the Pharaoh's body. : 

It is assumed that the stick, 
which in shape is not unlike the 
conventional American walking 
, Cane, was placed in the tomb by 
Tut-Ankh-Amen’s loyal subjects so 
as to introduce his majesty on his 
long journey to the unknown 
realm where it was believed he 
|would enjoy eternal life. The 
greater part of the day waa oc- 
,cupled by Harry Burton of the 
; Metropolitan Museum of Art of 
New York City, in taking photo- 
graphs of the huge outer shrine 
in the mortuary Chapel. The pic- 
tures were made from every con- 
ceivable angle.

PAGO PAGO (American Sa- 
inoa) Nov. 23.—Tutuila’s last 
black wildman, reputed by the na- 
tives of American Samoa to have 
been of cannibalistic tendencies 
has succumbed to the rigors of 
civilization. He died of pneumonia 
at the Samoan hospital here re- 
cently after ‘a ge existence 
of thirty-three y in Tutuila’s 
jungies and hills. 

The “Maulu” or wild man, was 
captured ,under rather dramatic 
circumstances last April by an 
escaped native prisoner who had 
taken to the lillls and was contem- 
plating «uicide when he was sud- 
denly confronted by the savage. 
Instead of carrying into execution 
his preparations for quitting life, 
the convict overcame the wild 
man, bound him and took him to 
the Tutuila naval station here. The 
capture ended a generation of fear 
among the native population. 

The wild man was no myth... He 


was one of four black “recruited”. 


laborers who escaped on a raft in 
1890 from one of the German plan- 
tations in the New Hebrides, which 
they fled because of {ll treatment. 
One was killed in the escape. The 
remaining trio landed on Tutuila 
and haunted the bush not far from 
Pago Pago and were occasionally 
seen by hunters. In 1900 one of 
the blacks was captured by a Sa- 
moan chieftain. He said that one 
other savage had died in the hills,

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Knpauth, 
Nachod and Kuhne, the old inter- 
national banking house, which re- 
cently failed for $12,000,000, 
financed itself in the epring of 1921 
by selling bills of exchange in the 

“street,” later covering their sales 

in the foreign market by cables, 
Bankruptcy Referee Stephenson 
was told today. This was the testi- 
mony of Miward W. Freeman, 
who, with George W. Perkins, son 
of the late financier; William C. 
Peyton, capitalist, and the mem- 
bers of their families, has been 
sued by cre@itors of the house. 

Freeman was called to testify 
concerning the loans the Peyton- 
Perkins interests made to Knauth, 


before the crash. He said the 
first loan, $2,000,000, was wanted 
by the bank t cover a short 
position in foreign exchange. The 
short position, he testified, had 
been caused by the sale of ex- 
change hills not purchased by 
Knauth, Nachod and Kuhne. 
The Peyton-Perkins interests are | 
held by the creditors, who have 
been silent partners of the house.

“In the retail dry-goods line the 
volume for the first two weeks of 
November is reportéd from 15 per 
cent to 20 per cent ahead of a year 
ago; seasonable lines are moving 
somewhat slowly, but the loss is 
more than offset in the activity of 
household furnishings and other 
departments. Piece-goods, both 
woolen and silk, also moving well. 
Some lines of holiday goods are al- 
so beginning to receive attention of 
early shoppers. 

“Dealers in men’s and women’s 
ready-to-wear report conditions 
backward owing to weather condi- 
tions. In the wholesale grocery 
trade turnover is reported very 
good. This is also the case in 
hardware and other building-ma- 
terial lines.

Wire Pirates 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Drastic 
measures to prevent the quotations 
of the New York Cotton Exchange 
from reaching bucketshops through 
underground channels were out- 
lined at a meeting today of the 


business conduct committee which 
threatened to prohibit sending of 
quotations by wire unless members 
could give full assurance that the 
information would not reach un- 
authorized hands. Seventy members 
of the exchange whose houses have 
out-of-town wires, attended the 
meeting. 

Telegraph operators throughout 
the South were charged with giv- 
ing out cotton quotations to rep- 
resentatives of bucketshops and 
with acting frequently as agents 
of the bucketshops, by Marshall 
Geer and William M. Schill, mem- 
bers of the committee. Louis 
Brooks, chairman of the commit- 
tee was instructed to confer with 
representatives of the Western Un- 
jon and Postal Telegraph compa- 
nies in an effort to stop this prac- 
tice. 

The meeting today was a step 
in the campaign in which the cot- 
ton exchange is working with the 
Attorney-General and the District 
Attorney to drive cotton bucketeers 
out of New York, President Ed- 
ward E. Bartlett, Jr., said. Thou- 
sands of small traders, officials of 
the exchange recentiv§ asserted, 
were being swindied out of mil- 
lions of dollars by bucketshop op- 
eratora 

A warning that the exchange 
might discontinue sending its quo- 
tations by wire came from the 
chairman of the businegs conduct 
committee, who asserted that the 
information in a number of cases, 
actually had been sued for illegiti- 
mate purposes.

Government Officials to 
Consider Increase in 
Grazing Cost 


A conference took place yester- 
day in the office of Supervisor 
R. H. Chariton, of the local forest 
reserve, the object*of the meeting 


being the discussion of grazing 
within the reserves of the national 
forest in California, with a view to 
readjusting the rates to take effect 
in 1925. 

Those in attendance upon the 
conference were J. W. Nelson, in 
charge of the grazing department 
at the office of the district forester 
in San Francisco: R. R. Hill of 
that office, and Supervisors Boul- 
din of San Diego reserve: Jordan 
of Santa Barbara, and Charlton of 
Angeles. 

One of the objects of the meet- 
ing will be to change the grazing: 
rates so they will more equally 
compare with prices charged by 
the owners of private land. It 
has been found that private own- 
ers have been able to demand and 
receive higher prices than those 
accepted by the government. In 
the opinion of the forest officials 
there is no good reason why this 
should be #e%. The result is likely 
to be an advance in the grazing 
rates. Pasturage areas will be 
classified according to cheir value 
for grazing p'irposes. It is pos- 
sible that in some of the poorer 
sections the rates may remain as 
they are. A definite schedule as 
to rates in certain classes of lands

ONDS AND BONUS Be 

Pe The Secretary of the Treasury dis- 
misses the McAdoo intimation that the sol- 
dier bonus might be met with a bond issue. 
Bond issues are the refuge of improvident 
minds.

. @day of reckoning or shift their own respon- 
sibilities or the consequences of their own 
acts to another generation. As Secretary 
Melion roughly calculates it, the interest 
and sinking fund charges that would nec- 
essarily attach to a bonus bond issue would 
“veach nearly $300,000,000 a year and halt 
for a number of years any program for 4 
substantial reduction in taxation. It wilt

UNTRAINED | 
Téstimony collected by the Board of 
Education in lowa carries the tragic infor- 
mation that not over'5 per cent of the 
teachers in charge of the little country 
schools of the nation are properly and com- 
petently trained. Our “one-man” schools 
ere “in the keeping of some modest, girl 
who never even went to Normal. There 
ere 5,000,000 pupils in these schools—all at 
the mercy of young women who never saw 
the inside of a college. Some of their 
charges may never learn to roll a fag, 
dance the grapple, hit the pipe, play the 
saxophone, flirt with a bootlegger or swear 
gt grandpa because of their unkempt up 
- bringing at the hands of an unsophisticated 
teacher. Whether this constitutes cause 
for educational alarm or not may be left 
to the school boards to decide. | 


S CRIME WANING? / 
French judicial authorities report. a no- 
table decrease in crime in their country, 
but they will have a hard time of convinc- 
fing the rest of the world of it. Figures 
are furnished by M. Louis Sadoul, an emi- 
pment criminologist and statistician, show- 
ing a decrease in crimes of violence of over 
30 per cent since 1914. An American med- 
-$eal journal, in commenting on the report, 
says that for five years the world has been 
accustomed to the complaints of sociolo- 
-gists that crime has been on the increase 
since the war. The figures brought to sup- 
port this conclusion have been quite con- 
vincing. Now we have an optimistic review 
of the same kind of statistics to show that 
the world—or a French piece of it—is real- 
ly growing better and that crime is on the 
decrease instead of gaining on us.

AT RADICAL-PROGRESSIVE BLOC 
“It need occasion no surprise if the 
House fail of organization in December,” 
announces Representative Nelson of Wis- 
consin, leader of the so-called Progressive 
bloc. He adds that the Republicans will be 
able to organize only on condition that the 
eaders give the members of 
the bloc “what we want” in the way of com- 
mittee appointments and legislation. 
Representative Nelson, like most of the 
other members of the bloc, was elected as 
a Republican. They were nominated in di- 
rect, primaries and elected by Republicans. 
They claim to be able to muster forty 
votes; and, as the Republicans have only 
a majority of fifteen in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, they figure that they hold the 
balance of power. 

The next House will composed of 435 
members; and this Progfessive bloc, which 
numbers in its membership every radical 
‘in the lower house of Congress, has con- 
ceived the grandiose scheme of forcing rad- 
ical legislation through a body in which 
there are 400 couservatives and about thir- 
ty-five raditals. 

They will not succeed. So petty a part 
cannot become greater than the whole. 
When the day arrives that such a minor- 
ity can control and dominate legislation 
representative government in this country 
jwill have become a farce. The American 
people have too much at stake to permit 
such an abnormality. 

It is apparent that the members of this 
bloc are not 100 per cent Americans. They 
know the sentiment of the majority of the 
country; and they know the legislation they 
propose is contrary to the public will. They 
masqueraded as Republicans in order to 
secure their election. Now they repudiate 
the platform on which they. were elected. 
At least half the bloc are open or secret 
supporters of Communism. 
They hope to find the Republican leaders 
as devoid of scruples as themselves. And, 
if they cannot get what they want from 
the Republican side, they will throw their 
support. to the Democrats. 

Their schemes will miscarry; for, if the 
Republican leaders should capitulate and 
agree to the législation they propose, the 
result would be a repudiation of the Repub- 
lican party at the polls next year. The 
genuine Republicans can afford to wait. 
The people of the country will not be de- 
ceived. 

If the Democrats should come to terms 
with these renegades they might organize 
the House, But not one item of the radical 
program would become a law. President 
Coolidge is in the White House. He is a 
Republican because he believes in Repub- 
lican principles. He would not hesitate to} 
veto any radical legislation that passed 
Congress. The Democratic party would not 
support its members in Congress if they 
violated the tenets of Americanism; and 
the Republican party would be returned to 
power in 1924 with a more overwhelming 
majority than that of 1920. 

It is very possible that the organization 
of the House will bé delayed and that the 
coming Congress will be a disappointment. 
That is the price that the American people 
will pay for permitting petty and partisan 
considerations to cause them to lose sight 
last year of the major issues on which the 
country’s security and prosperity depend. 
Party government is indispensable to 
good government. Laws are based on prin- 
‘ciples; and laws that are dictated by men 
without principle are seldom conducive to 
the public welfare. Men who are willing 
to trade their votes, to make of legislation 
a logrolling process, who trade between the 
lines, who are Democrats in the morning 
and Republicans in the afternoon are the 
kind ef men who must not be permitted to 
legislate for the péople of the United States 
if representative government is to endure. 


SHAW’S ORIGIN 

Bernard Shaw has recently stated that 
he is descended from the original MacDuff 
of Shakespeare—and Burke’s Peerage bears 
out his claim. 

This makes him of Scottish descent, with 
precious little Irish, although he has long 
been regarded as adding distinction to that 
large company of literary Irishmen. 

Scotsmen are satisfied to have the doubt 
removed that so much brilliancy could ex- 
ist independent of Scotland. | 

Northern Irishmen take the revelation 
calmly, recalling that Northern Ireland was 
originally populated from Scotland, anyway, 
so he is still one of them. 

And southern Irishmen express consid- 
erable relief to be rid of him—because he 
was on the wrong side of the home-rule for- 
Ireland controversy. 

Englishmen accept the information with 
stoical unconcern—Scotch or Irish, Bernard 
Shaw still prefers to live in London. 


AN EDITORIAL PEACE 
Among many suggestions for the pro- 
motion of universal peace comes one which 
offers as part of the program the creation 
of an international congress of journalism. 

This body should meet perhaps twice a 
Each 
country should be assigned its proportion- 
ate representation and the delegates offi- 
cially chosen shoujd be the greatest and 
ablest writers of each land. They would 
be the men who largely influence the 
thought. and action of their fellows. 

They would be assembled for the definite 
purpose of smoothing out the wrinkles on 
the map of the world. By themselves ar- 
riving at a better understanding of other 
peoples and their problems they would im- 
prove the comradeship of the world. They 
would be expected to acquaint the present 
and future generations with the beautiful 
and good rather than with the bad and bit- 
ter. They would also be expected to pub 
lish true and uncontaminated news of world 
affairs and establish a code of journalistic 
ethics which would advance the standards 
of the press in all lands. , 

The argument is that if all the newspa- 
pers of the world were to suddenly unite 
upon a policy in which crime and strif® 
were minimized and should give their se- 
‘rious attention to the expansion of broth- 
erly love and national understanding war 
would be virtually impossible. Battles are 
fought because of misunderstandings. These 
could easily be overcome by an exchange 
of the best: editorial thought. 

At the same time there is a feeling in 
impolite circles that a round-up of accom- 
plished editors might start another scrap 
that would make the last embroilment seem 
like a basket picnic. But mayhap it is 
worth consideration.

RUTH ABOUT THE BUDGET 
A recent issue of the Fortnightly Bul- 
letin—issued by the Democratic. National 
Committbe for distribution among the wom- 
en voters—makes the assertion that the 
budget system, now in operation, is of Dem- 


This statement demands investigation. 


The following facts about the budget can 
be verified by anyone who cares to take 
the trouble to wade through the back num- 
bers of the Congressional Record. . 

The first concrete proposal for a Federal 
budget system was made by the Taft Com. 
mission on Efficiency and Economy. It was 
submitted to the Democratic Congress in 
the closing months of President Taft's ad- 
ministration and both in the Senate and 
House violently denounced by the Demo- 
cratic members. Democratic House leaders 
went so far in their opposition as to insert 
a clayse in appropriation bills providing 
that none of the money appropriated should 
be expended under a budget system. 

On March 4, 1913, President Wilson was 
inaugurated and for six years the Demo- 
crats had control of Doth branches of Con- 
gress. During that. period the Democratic 
Congress made no effort to enact a budget 
law nor did the Democratic Executive ate | 
tempt to install a budget. 

A Republican Congress was elected in} 
1918. It immediately enacted a Federal 
budget law. President Wilson vetoed it.’ 
An even 100 Democrats sustained President ! 
Wilson's veto. Among these was Cordell 
Hull of Tennessée, now chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

The editor of the Fortnightly Bulletin is 
Marion Banister, a Democratic woman from 
Virginia. At that time the Democrats had 
eight Representatives from that State and 
only one of them voted for the budget.

PERSIMMONS 

H. L. D., San Gabriel, asks that 
we tell how to prepare and can 
persimmons. 

The Japanese persimmon that 
is found in the local markets is 
very rich in food values. Some 
authorities. compare it with the 
banana. It has more sugar than 
the banana, a great deal of carbo- 
hydrates and is a whole-meal fruit 
when eaten in its ripe raw state. 
The persimmon grown in Califor- 
nia should only be eaten when soft 
and the meat has turned = dark. | 
Some of the varieties grown here | 
can be used for cooking, but we 
thimk that the results are not sat-— 
isfactory, as the heat makes them | 
too astringent to be palatable. A 
delicious frozen deswvert is made 
with two cups of persimmon pulp 
mixed with two cups of orange 
juice, half a cup of lemon juice 
and one cup of sugar and frozen 
the same as a sherbet. Marma- 
lade and jelly can be made with 
the persimmons, but the results are 
not good, as they are insipid. The 
persimmons dried like figs are nice 
and they make in Japan beer, wine 
and vinegar from them.

OF REVENUE 
MEN READY 


Second Floor of Federal 


Building to House Huge 
Force of Workers 


The work of removing the en- 
tire internal revenue force from 
the third and sixth to the second 
floor of the Federal Building, will 
begin thie afternoon and extend 
over Sunday. It is the intention 
to have the office open for the 


transaction of public business Mon- 
day morning. 

Since the removal of the work- 
ing force of the local postoffice 
from the second floor the interior 
has been completely changed and 
arranged for the large force. The 
government has spent $20,000 on 
the work. 

The removal of the internal rev- 
enue department from the other 
floors, will make necessary an ad- 
jJustment of the offices and is ex- 
pected to solve the situation as to 
cramped offices in some depart- 
ments. Just what changes will be 
made, depends upon the arrange* 
ment approved by the supervising 
architect of public buildings in 
Washington, who has already made 
the assignments of quarters, but 
the program is not known here. 

The new arrangement will place 
all of the internal revenue offices 
on a single floor. The entrance will 
be through the elevator touching 
on the second floor. Every depart- 
ment will be within plain view from 
the door. More than 200 clerks are 
employed in the various bureaus.
